Krugerls squadron and, at 5:-50 this afternoon 
the vessel was slowly steaming three .miles distant after Admiral Kru- 
ger's vessels, which_ had already sailed and were visible six miles away. 


Odessa awoke today to find the. Black Sea squadron lying off Lan- 


geron Point. 
Everyone expected, a naval fight. The city was like an 


armed camp. 
The troops. barred all, approaches to 'the harbor' and 


bivouacked in tents on Cathedral .square. 


The populace" was astir at dawri and availed itself of every house 


top. The Kniaz Potemkine was seen steaming to meet the squadron, 
exchanging signals as she proceeded.

The money was paid into the county 


treasury by County Recorder Stoddard. 
who issued the license. The license was 
issued to the sheriff and was yester- 
day delivered by Mr FarreU to the 
officers of the club. 


Of the $1000, "Washoe county receiv- 


ed but $100 of the sum, $91)0, under the 
law licensing boxing matches, going -o 
the state treasury. 


Nevada is the only state in the un1- 


ion where finish fights are permitted, 
and it is the only state which puts so 
high a license on discussions of ihat 
kind. 


The license received yesterday is the 


first paid in the state since the famous 
Carson fight between Robert Pitzsim- 
mons and James J. Corbett, in which 
the latter lost the championship. 


Under (the law placing a high aiul 


almost prohibitive tax on fights, it is 
necessary that the principals of the 
contest be examined by a physician 
twelve hours before the fight to deter- 
mine if both participants are in shape 
to engage in a finish fight.

Rus' Ian piisoners of war. Tnere are 
thrtij such places in Malsuyama, and 
between the three ate distributed neat- 
ly 5,0no men 
tn addition to these tem- 


ples a large private house and the pub- 
lic hall have been set apart foi Rus- 
sian officers and the bat racks as n hos- 
pital for wounded prisoners.. The doors 
of tne temples are covered with Japan- 
ese mates, so that no boots ire allowed 
inside the buildings. Each man has t\ib 
straw mattress and rocT ai my blanket, 
which in the day time is rolled up 
against the wall together with 
such 


"kit" as he may possess Clothing is 
supplied by the Japanese. 


The island of Shikoku is an impossi- 


ble place to escape from, as even if any 
prisoners manage to g-et away from 
their quarters and from Matsuyama 
they ate sure to be stopped before get- 
ting ott the island. 
The nearest big 


treaty poi t is Kobe, and any foreigner 
traveling off the beaten track Is al- 
ways subjected to searching inquiries 
as to his name, nationality, business, 
age, where he has come from and where 
he is going. 
Even in times of peace 


the police are always on the alert, and 
now the war is on it Is quite impossible 
to spend a whole day incognito. The 
difficulty of escaping becomes greater 
when the language is not known, for 
the few foreign residents of the dis- 
trict are mostly 
missionaries, 
who 


speak Japanese fluently, and this makes 
a strange foteigner all the more con- 
spicuous. In spite of all this, however, 
there have been several attempts to 
escape, and one officer has had the tem- 


erity to try twice 


As far as occupation is concerned, 


there are always duties connected with 
preparing and cooking food, keeping 
things in order generally and personal 
matters which occupy some little time, 
and exercise is taken almost every 
day, the men being marched out under 
the control of a Japanese escort. Some 
few of the men are attempting to learn 
Japanese, and many have made suffic- 
ient progress to carry on fragments of 
conveisation with their guards. 


There are competent interpreters at- 


tached to each depot to translate the 
commandant's oideis and to act as 
mediums between the authorities and 
Uie men. 
There aie also dry goods 


stores at which small purchases can 
be made 
Money is not abundant, bull 


the uoncoms. receive from one yen to | 
two yen monthly and the private sol- , 
diers 50 sen each, s,o that in all prob- 
ability many are as nch as vshen in 
their own country.

place on earth where so 


many hundreds of thousands of people 
gather in the course of a year -with 
the sole object of making money with- 
out earning it as at Monte Carlo, in 
the Riviera. 
Little wonder, then, that 


most of the anecdotes -which cluster 
around the gamblers' paradise on the 
tideless sea are more or less connected 
with the central idea of filthy lucre. 
In the old1 days, when a Genoese noble 
owned Mc-naco, the plateau on which 
the Casino, now stands was called, col- 
loquially, |The Plain of the Robbers." 
Pirate vessels used to sail out thence 
and levy tribute on all ships -which 
ventured tpo close to its shores. The 
spot it stlH a plain of robbers. 
More- 


over, It ii still the passerby who is 
robbed, anl not the inhabitant. Never- 
theless, it Is invariably the passerby 
who fondlf Imagines that he is going 
to come off best and quit M. Blanc's 
territory richer than he entered it. Few 
—very, v|ry few—have succeeded In 


this laudable resolve. 
The proverb 


applies just as truly in the year of 
grace 1905 as it did when Mr. White 
was fired out of Homburg and 'placid- 
ly re-entrenched himself by the Medit- 
erranean more firmly than ever. 


Some years ago a bunch of thieves 


contrived to get at the gas meter, and 
at a prearranged moment the light was 
turned off. For a few minutes the scene 
—or absence of scene—was indescrib- 
able. With one accord everyone grab 
bed the loose money 'on the tables; 
and In the confusion an Immense pro- 
portion of it disappeared into the pock- 
ets of persons whose reputation might 
have been supposed to be blameless. 
Gas, as an ilumlnant, is no longer em- 
ployed in M. Blanc's costly pleasure- 
house. 
Electric light has 
taken Its i 


place. 
But Inasmuch as the switches 


might conceivably be tampered witn, 
enormous oil lamps, each with half 
a dozen separate burners, are suspend- 
ed over every roulette and trentp-et- 
quarante board. 
To extinguish every 


lamp in the apartments simultaneously 
would be Impossible, Like most of the 
Monte Carlo swindles, this one, on>'e 


performed, can never be repeated. 


Another fact the administration IT-IT 


learned by somewhat bitter experience 
is that money—hard coin and notes— 
is a better medium of play than count- 
ers. When M. Blanc first,*inaugurated 
the Monte Carlo rooms he made it a 
rule that counters, representing certain 
sums, should be used at the tables for 
the sake ot ease in reckoning. 
The 


player had to buy these counters at a 
bureau when he entered, and could re- 
deem them when he departed. But. 
in practice, he did not always redeem 
them them; for if he proposed to re- 
turn the next day; it was hardly worth 


while. By 
this means the 
counters I 


gradually filtered into circulation out- 
side the casino, and were evidently 
accepted by shopkeepers throughout 
Monaco as readily as cash. 
After a 


few years M. Blac decided to recall all 
the counters, of which there were now 
many hundreds of pounds worth in 
circulation 


The result of his announcement was 


startling. 
Twenty or thirty times the 


number of counters which had been Is- 
sued were returned. M. Blac was a phil- 
osopher, however, and could afford ~o 
buy his knowledge. 
He smiled sadly, 


and honored every one of the counters 


at rts fare value. But counters hav« 
never been used again, and never w'll. 
Nice, solid flve-frac pieces and louis 
and thousand-frac notes are more *o 
the administration's taste. 


How Jaggers Beat the Game. 


The famous Jaggers was an English- 


man who spent months .studying the 
Monte Carlo roulette wheels with the 
aim of discovering whether they work- 
ed absolutely evenly, discovered that 
one of the wheels had a bias in favor 
of certain numbers 
Starting with a 


large capital and several assistants, 
he staked acordlngly, and Is said to 
have cleared a net profit of $400,000 
In a comparatively short period. The 
officials dismayed at his success, made 
a 
careful 
investigation, and, finding 


his secret, had the ft-Ulty wheel chang- 
ed to a different table every day. Una- 
ware of this, Jaggers and his men con- 
tinued to play on their old system, and 
immediately dropped almost the whole 
of their winnings. Jaggers stopped in 
time, and, perceiving how he had been 
outwitted, once again set patiently to 
work to compile the results of gumes 
at every table, and from them discov- 
ered at which table his favorite wheel 
was placed every day. Starting- afresh 
he once more made Immense gains.

Attorney Craig yesterday to talk over 
the question of Regan's chances for 
liberty. 
Mr. Craig prosecuted Regan 


and believed at the time sentence was 
passed upon Regan, that the defendant 
got off light. That was the way he ex- 
pressed 
himself after Judge 
Curler 


sentenced the Sparks man to three 
years in the penitentiary. 


Regan informed his attorney, Gen- 


eral Woodburn, that both Craig and 
Judge Curler -would recommend his 
pardon. Judge Curler, 
when passing 


sentence, stated to Regan that if he 
went to prison and conducted himself 
well, and exhibited a contiite heart and 
a spirit of repentance that he might 
consider the matter of recommending 
his pardon. District Attorney Craig 
took a diiTerrait view of the case and 
declared pointedly that he thought that 
Regan should have beeVi given a heav- 
ier sentence. 


"I informed General Woodburn to- 


day," said Mr. Craig, when asked re- 
garding- the matter, "that I would not 
recommend Regan's pardon. 


"He has served but a. little more than 


a month of his sentence and it is ab- 
surd, even assuming that Regan could 
in any way be considered entitled to 
a pardon, for him to make application 
for his liberty after serving six weeks 
of a three-year term for manslaught- 
er. 


"I see no reason why I should rec- 


ommend Regan for pardon. He receiv- 
ed what I considered a light sentence, 
and I believe the 
public 
generally 


thought the same way. I believe he is 
very foolish to apply for a pardon at 
this time."
